BRIGHTON BEACH RACE TRACK, 
N. Y., Oct. 3—With a trail of injured 
men and hopelessly wrecked racing ma- 
chines behind them, eight of the twelve 
automobiles that started in the. 24-hour 
Trace at Brighton Beach racetrack last 
evening are still in the mad whirl. 

Apparently prudence had been cast to 
the winds and no chance was consider- 
ed too great, no danger toe menacing 
to the drivers of the flying machines. 
As a result all previous records had 
been eclipsed and it was apparent that 
if the terrific speed of the leaders was 
maintained to the end nearly, if not 
quite 100 miles would be added ;to the 
24-hour figures. The four leaders at 
the end of the tenth hour were in ad- 
vance of the previous mark from three 
to forty-three miles: 

Patrol Officer Struck. 

This was not accomplished, however, 
without a fearful demolition of cars 
and collisions and spills, in which driv- 
ers and mechanics escaped death by the 
narrowest margin. ‘In the third hour a 
piling up of racing machines going at 
better that 55 miles an hour was averted 
as by a miracle, four cars grouped close- 
ly together being thrown into con- 
fusion by the crossing directly in their 
path of M. G. Fiekett, special patrol 
officer. 

Three of the cars managed to avoid 
him by dodging out of the track, but 
Robert Furston struck him with fearful 
force and hurled him 60 feet. He was 
picked up unconscious and now is in a 
critical condition at a hospital. All the 
other injured are drivers and mechanics. 


Eight Cara Left in Race. 

At 8 o'clock the field had been reduced 
to six cars by the finishing of car No. 7 
in the eleventh hour, and these six 
were keeping up the pace. At the end of 
the eleventh hour the standing of the 
survivors was as follows: 

No. 6, 569 miles;-No. 5, 558 miles; No. 
8, 516 miles: No. 2, 513 miles; No. 11, 372 
miles: No. 4 24 miles. Best previous 
record, 615 miles.

In jail at Albion today She said she 
sacrificed her honor years ago to buy 
bread for her boy. The charge against 
her,now is that she saw him murder 


}Clyde Shewalter and afterward helped 


him dispose of the body to save him 
from the consequences of the erime. 

Richard Conrad and Oma Johnson say 
they saw Mrs. Lucas help her son wrap 
the body of Shewalter in a sheet and 
help him carry it to the river bank and 
throw it into the water. 

For the State to make its case it will 
have to show an even greater demand 
upon her. It will have to make it ap- 
pear that she helped her son raise the 
shrouded body from the bottom of the 
Wabash River at midnight, helped him 
ferry it across the river and a mile up 
Patoka Creek and helped him bury it on 
the bank of the creek. 

Denies Making ' Sacrifice. 

But Mrs. Lucas says, great as is her 
love for her son, she Geuld not and 
would not have made these sacrifices for 
him.’ In her cell today she said: “If 
Jess had killed that man I would have 
said to him: ‘Kid, go and give yourself 
up.’ I would have spent my last cent in 
his defense, but I would not have helped 
cover up a crime.” 

If the story of Conrad and Miss John- 
son is.true the body must have been 
raised from the river bed and taken over 
into Indiana. Patoka Creek empties into 
the Wabash on the Indiana side half a 
mile above where the body was thrown 
into the Wabash. The body could not, 
of course, have drifted up two streams 
to where it was afterward found. 

Jesse Lucas is a fisherman and musse' 
hunter and at home in the water. He 
could have gone to thé bottom of the 
river and found the body, but ‘j@ could 
not have raised it and placed it in a 
skiff and buried it without assistance. If 
he did this, it is argued, his assistant 
must have been his mother. 

Robbery Was Motive. 


The theory of the prosecution is that 
Showalter was lured by Jesse Lucas 
to his home on the Ftver bank for the 
purpose of robbing him. Conrad says 
he saw them about town together late 
in the afternoon of Oct. 19, 1906, the 
day Showalter disappeared. Showalter 
had driven in from Patton, four miles 
away, to make purchases and transact 
business. He drank just enough to make 
him loquacious. To the acquaintances 
he met he said he had a notion to buy, 
a carload of hogs the next day. He was 
seen going to the bank, where he had 
a deposit of“several hundred dollars. 
He was supposed to have drawn the 
money, but he did not. 

He was last seen that evening sitting 
on a dry goods box at Fifth and Main 
streets. 

May 26, 1906, two boys, rowing uv 
Patoka Creek, discovered a body pro- 
truding partly from the mud and sand 
near the water’s edge. It was taken 
out and identified as that of Showalter. 
His watch, a cheap affair, was tgund 
the next day in the mud at the spot.

The Oklahoma Jaw, prohibiting the 
piping of natural gas from ihat ‘State, 
is a inatter that is not giving James 
©. Rodyers and his associlaies any wor- 
Fy, according to George V. Reynolds, 
their St. Louis attorney. ‘ 

They are willing to put up a bond 
ef $200.0 as a guarantee that they wiil 
_ get the gas from Oklahoma to St. Louis. 
Under ihe terms of their franchise, they 
yare not to lay any mains in St. Louis 
‘until they have shown their ability to 
pipe natural gas to the city limits. 

Under these conditions, Reynolds 
gays, the promoters of the Rodgers- 
Byers 35-cent natural gas project are 
taking all the risk. If they fail to gei 
‘gas to St- Louis they forfeit their bond, 
and the city will profit $250,000. 

Class Legislation. 

‘The Oklahoma law has never given 
us the slightest worry,” said Mr. Rey- 
nolds. “The Oklahoma law is so palpa- 
bly class legislation, so discriminating 
agairst the owners of gas ‘ands, wlio 
are shut out of a market for their prod- 
ucts, so decidedly against public pol- 
icy, taut we are absolutely certain tha 
We can get the gas out of the State. 

“Our plans for testing the law are 
already tnade, but for. various reasons 

‘We do not care to make public the de- 
talizs. : 


“The situation in St. Louis is the 
only thing that is causing us any 
_troubie. If Mr. Rodgers can get the 


franchise promptly he is ready to go 
ahead with the work. It is not reu- 
sonable, however, to expect that busi- 
ness men would care to delay matters 
indefinitely in a case of this kind.

Mrs. Gould’s counsel opposed the 
motion and presented several affidavits 
in which it was charged that certain 
witnesses had been hired to testify in 
favor of Gould. 

’ The affidavit of Father -Murray de- 
clares that Michael H. Doody had told 
the priest that while he was employed 
at the Hotel St. Regis, where Mrs. 
Gould lived, a detective went to him 
with the proposition that he ‘give a 
proper report of Mrs. Gould’s comings 
and goings at the hotel, the amount of 
wine she drank and the names of her 
visitors, notably those that were men.”’ 

Another affidavit, made by Maurice 
Molloy,. alleges that Molloy was under 
contract, while custodian of Castle 
Gould at Port Washington, to treat Mrs. 
Gould in a contémptuous fashion. 

Blew Smoke in Her Face, 

The lawyer for Mrs. Gould recited how 
it was alleged that Molloy had gone into 
the house, sat on divans and puffed 
cigarette smoke into Mrs. Gould’s face 
when she ordered him out of the house. 

An affidavit submitted by Mrs. Gould 
in reply to allegations of her husband 
that she is addicted to the use of in- 
toxicating liquors says: 

“When living in the country and 
spending most of my time in the open 
air, I have drunk a cocktail en sitting 
down to luncheon, and generally a glass 
of white wine with luncheon. At din- 
ner, whenever I felt like it, I drank a 
cocktail and 4& glass of champagne. We 
were always accustomed to have wine 
served at these meals, but that was the 
extent of my drinkihg.”’ 

Then she accuses her husband of gross 
habits of intoxication. 

She says she was particularly annoyed 
by her husband during a trip te Egypt, 
where they were entertained by the 
Khediv and Prince Mohammed Ali. She 
dccuses Gould of being jealous when 
she went driving with the Prince, while 
he went in a carriage with another 
woman who was a guest at the lunch-

IN ATTEMPT 10 
MUZZLE GERHART 


Sharp Exchange of Words in 
Hearing on Grade Cross- 
ing Measures. 








EWING OPPOSES BILLS 





Chairman of Council Com- 
mittee Says ‘““Get Down 
to Cases.” 


Three bills to compel the depression of 
railroad tracks between Chouteau avenue 


and King’s highway andthe abolition 
of several grade crossings, including that 
at Tower Grove Station, will be favor- 
ably reported next week by the Coun- 
cil’s Committee on Rallroads. 

Chairman Mark Ewing of the commit- 
tee opposes the bills on the ground that 
they were not prepared and submitted 
to the Municipal Assembly by the Board 
of Public Imprevements and because 
their enforcement will impose hardships 
»» industrial concerns in Tower Grove. 
The measures are illegal and imprac- 
tical for those reasons, Mr. Ewing. says. 
Councilman Crunden agrees with Chair- 
man Ewing as to the illegality of the 
bills, but says he wil] vote for them 
in any event so that the city may deter- 
mine just what is the lawful procedure. 
Ceuncilman Cramer, the other member 
»f the committee, has all along con- 
tended that the city may. exercise its 
nolice powers in forcing the railroads 
to eliminate grade crossings. 

Gerhart and €runden Clash. 

At the public hearing which the com- 
mittee conducted Friday Frank H. Ger- 
hart and Councilman Crunden came fre- 
yvently into collision in consequence of 
Crunden’s motion that advocates and op- 
nenents of the bills be prevented from 
making speeches. Mr. Crunden declared 
that the committee wanted to be en- 
lightened as to the legal and engineer- 
ing problems presented by the three 
measures and that to get information 
the committee should ask questions on 
specific peints. 

Mr. Gerhart was the first speaker and 
at once ebjected to Mr. Crunden's meth- 
ods. Gerhart quoted Julius. .Pitzman as 
one engineer who favored the scheme of 
abolition outlined in the bill. Crunden 
said’ Pitzman was one of those who ad- 
vocated an open subway under the 
tracks. 


“That conversation~ between me and 
Mr. Pitgman took place within the last 
60 days,”” said Crunden. 

“But I have seen him today,’’ yelled 
Gerhart. 

inder Mr. Crunden’s examination 
Gerhart said he had obtained from At- 
torney Andrew M. Sullivan an opinion 
that the bills were legal. The feasi- 
bility of the plan, from a practical 
view-point, Mr. Gerhart said, was ad- 
mitted also by Carl Gayler and@ other 
engineers. 

At this point Gerhart produced four 
closely typeWritten pages of argument 
ani several amendments which he 
asked to have added to the bills. When 
he began reading and explaining the 
amendments, Chairman Mark Ewing in- 
terrupted him with the remark that 
“there was no use in rubbing it in.” 

“Get Down to Cases,” Says Ewing. 

“Get down to cases on the cost of 
this depression and the damage to man- 
ufacturers affected,’’ Ewing command- 
ed. 

“There is no reason why we should 
Be persecuted by the reading of lofg 
documents like that,” Mr. Crunden 
complained. 

“As a citizen of St. Louis anh one 
of its heaviest taxpayers, I have a 
right to express my views fully at a 
public hearing of the Council,’ Ger- 
hart retorted, as he turned to his manu- 
script. 

“Well, I didn’t take the job of Coun- 
cilman to endure that sort of thing,” 
Crunden said, arising as if to quit the 
hearing. 

“But you took an oath to perform 
your duty. Mr. Crunden. This  -x- 
planation of mire is perfectly parlia- 
mentary and I {insist on making it.” 
“It may be parliamentary, but we 
know it all by heart,’’ Crunden inter- 
jected. 

Gerhart complained at the interrup- 






tions and was about to commence read- 
ing again when Crunden said: 

“We just wanted to help you.” 

“No man on earth can assist me in 
expressing myself. I have an original 
style and I want no aid from anyone,” 
Gerhart replied, hotly. 

‘Well, maybe we can help you to cut 
it short,” Crunden remarked. 

This angered Gerhart and he turned 
fiercely on Crundeh. 

“This isn’t the first time you 
shown your feelings against me, 
Crunden,.”’ he said, with warmth.

Claude Wetmore and ASsoci- 
ates Say Field Is Fifty 
Miles From City. 


Four bills contemplating: the piping of 


natural gas to St. Louis from Okla- 
homa and Illinois are now before the 
| Municipal Assembly, two more, one in 
each branch, having been introduced 
Friday. 

A bill presented to the Council by Mr. 
Crunden grants a franchise to Wffson 
Foster (the “Quartz King’’), who claims 
to control gas fields in Illinois. The 
price fixed for natural gas supplied 
under this proposed franchise is 30 
cents per 1000 cubic feet while it lasts. 
If artificial gas is furnished the price 
will be the same. The term of the 
franchise is 30 vears. 

Delegate Frank Hussey offered in the 
House of Delegates a bill authorizing 
A. W. Cross of Jerseyville, IIL: W. H. 
Journey, the Mayor of Grafton, Iil.; 
Ernest Meysenberg of Grafton and 
Claude H. Wetmore and John P. Far- 
rington of St. Louis to supply the city 
with natural gas. 

Their gas fields are said to be in IIli- 
nois, within fifty miles of St. Louis. 
They ask for a franchise for 3 years 
and offer to sell gas at 35 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. 

Foster's bill, except in respect to the 
life of the franchise and the price of 
gas, is the same as the Reynolds and 
Barnsdall measures. The bill presented 
in behalf of Wetmore and his asso- 
ciates is a copy of the Reynolds bill.

A REPUBLICAN PLATFORM BLUNDER. 
Burton J. Hendrick in McClure’s. 

A striking illustration of the general ignorance of 
the circumstances under which the Sherman act was 
passed is furnished by the present Republican plat- 
form.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Melvin W. Shep- 
pard, the middle-distance champion of 
the world, has declared his desire to put 
the American and world’s record for 900 
yards where his despised rivals will not 
bother it: for some time.

CRS IN BOUT

Fitzgerald Was Twice Fouled, 
but Official Made Battlers 
Keep On. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—According to all 
the rules of the Queensbury g.ume, 
Leach Cross lost to Willie Fitzgerald 
last night in the second round on a 
most deliberate foul.

Cross Works Hard, 
In the second round Cross forced the 


fighting. But he was fouling continual- 
ly.

—News From Studies. 














LABORATE preparations are being 
made for the opening concert of 
the Symphony Orchestra, vyphich 

will open the newly decorated Odeon 
Thursday, Nov. 12. The orchestra, num- 
bering 65 players, is being drilled by Di- 
rector Zach. 

Some attractive novelties are being re- 
hearsed and the management promises 
for this seasen surprises in the new mu- 
sical numbers. 

Mme. Jeanne Jomelli, dramatic sopra- 
no, formerly with the Metropolitan and 
Manhattan Opera companies, will be the 
soloist at the opening concert. Mme. Jo- 
melll has fer years been 2 most satisfy- 
ing concert artist. It is well knewn 
that many of the great opera stars 
when in concert and deprived of the 
eupport of the orchestra, scenery and 
other stage paraphernalia, lose much of 
their interest, and many are caused to 
wonder how they ever really happened. 
The reason is plain. Many of them are 
gifted with only extraerdinary voices, 
and are taken in hand by a coach, who 
drills them to a point where they be- 
come an integral part of the operatic 
machine, and the impersonal atmesphere 
of the opera shows little of the lack 
of personality or true artistic worth of 
the singer. 

In concert it is different. One is abso- 
lutely face to face with the singer, and 
all the peculiarities of the artist are 
presented in plain view, stripped of ev- 
ery disguise. Even the almost absolute 
illiteracy ef many of them is plainly 
written oh their faces, and the audi- 
ence is disappointed. 

The great mass,. acting on the: hy- 
pothesis of a great or greatly padded 
reputation, believe that it is enjoying 
the concert. But this conditien doesn’t 
last, and in time the artist returns to 
opera, an, acknowledged failure in con- 
cert, 

In the case of Mme. Jomelli, however, 
the concert goer sees a refined gentle- 
woman, Her every action reveals the 
culture of the highest social life of the 
old world. Her art has not yet reached 
a point where noise and vocal pyrotech- 
nics take the place of the beautiful 
heart interest written in the folk songs 
and smaller works which go te make up 
her large cencert repertoire. 

She reveals in her singing an attract- 
lve personality and a complete mastery 
ef al! the subtle details of the standard 
schools of singing. Her interpretations 
are alWays sane, never sensational.
